The two neter handheld has to be 
one of the most versatile pieces of 
radio gear available to the han. 
Besides having the ability to be 
carried on the person it can also 
be used as a base or nobile with 
the use of an external antenna and 
power, However, as the use of an 
external antenna incareases the 
risk of wearing out the fenale BNC 
on the handheld also increases. 
Therefore I haavae a solution that 
nay be considered even though sone 
wap think if is pather cunkherson 
and unnecessary. 

My solution is not expensive or 
tine consuning compared to the 
problens encountered should your 
BNC connector wear out on your 
handheld, It is quite a Job to 
replace the BNC and why should you 
when it can be prevented, 

Quite awhile ago, it was pointed 
out to ne that if I continue te 
remove the duckie fron ny handheld 
it would wear out the BNC, so I 
took a little trip to the nearest 
Radio Shack store to see what they 
had to offer. Lo and Beholdt I 
found a nale BNC to 80-239 and a 
PL-259 to fenale BNC adapters. 

Thusly I installed the male BNC 
adapter on the handheld and then 


the PL-259 on top of this adapter. 
Now I could install my duckie on 
top of this te conplete the 
installation. Total cost was under 
ten bucks. 

Of course with this added 
“hapdware” it does add to the 
length of the antenna systen, but 
should not affect the R 
appreciably as it 1¢ shielded uw to 
the duckie. Also, the losses should 
not be that great as to make any 
difference; I have not noticed any 

On the lighter side, fis 
harduare allows you th use either a 
BHC connector of a PL-259 on you 
handheld depending on what 
connector the antenna uses, thus 
elininating the frustration of 
incompatible connectors-BONust 

Using this approach toa the BHC 
BLUES will help prevent further 
wear of your handheld’s BHC and 
give you the convenience of the PL- 
259 conmnonly used on antennas. 
Therefore, it is sy opinion that 
the advantages outweigh the 
disadvantages.

FROM THE DICTIONARY by VE3PHL 


Beginning with this issuc I would like to start a new feature. I will go 
through an electronic dictionary and pick out 5 words at random and give 
their meanings. Scme words will be familiar to most but these words are 
directed towards the new amatcurs and students. While some of the others . 
will be strange to us all. I hope I can find some real strange ones. Anyway é 3 
I hope this new feature will educate us all. It will be titled as above: 


ADCOCK ANTENNA: a pair of vertical antennas seperated by one half 
wave length or less and connected in phase opposition 
to produce a figure *8* pattern. 


ATTENUATOR: a resistive netwook that provides reduction of the 
amplitude of an electrical signal without introducting 
appreciable phase or frequency distortion. A circut 
in the Tuner stage for signal reduction to prevent tuner 
overloading by a strong local signal. 


BIAS: the electrical, mechanical, or magnetic force applied to a relay, 
semiconductor, vacuum tube, or other device for the purpose of 
establishing an electrical or mechanical reference level for the 
operation of the device. The average D.C. voltage between the 
control grid and cathode of a vacuum tube. 


PERIPHERAL ELECTRON: Also called a valence eliectron, one of the outer 
electrons of an atom. Theoretically it is 
responsible for visible light, thermal radiation, 
anc! chemcal combinations. 


VILLARI EFFECT: A phenomenon in which a change in magnetic induction 
occurs when a mechanical stress is applied along a specified 
Girection to a magnetic material having magnetostrictive 
pronertics. 
P.S. A magnetostrictive material is one that shrmks or expands wnen a 
magnetic ficld, ferromagnetic metals such as nickel, iron, cobalt 
and manganese alloys... 
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
